Having finished checking up on their 
alight storm damage, 
farm ers 
of 
Adams county are now counting the 
benefits that accrued to them through 
the belated mid-summer rains of the 
last few days, which came to a climax 
in M onday’s storm, m ere than offset­ 
ting the dam ages sustained. 
While the rain in the southeastern 
section of the county and in the vi­ 
cinity of G ettysburg was somewhat 
more than was really needed, that 
p art of the county drained by Marsh 
Creek, Biglerville and west of there, 
was visited by no more than enough, 
according to statem ents made to coun­ 
ty farm agent R. E. Underwood. 
Their surveys have resulted some­ 
what as follows: 
Corn. 
Most beneficial rain of the 
season. 
Stalks in a few scattered 
places were beginning to turn yellow, 
but in the greater part of the county 
the rain arrived in time to save the 
crop, much of which is already in ta s­ 
sel. 
Orchards. Apples and peaches aided 
to such an extent that growers are 
now predicting an exceptional yield. 
“I can fairly see the apples grow this 
week,” said one orchardist Wednes­ 
day. 
Berries. 
Blackberries, huckleber­ 
ries and other late small fruits saved 
by the timely arrival of moisture for 
the ground. 
Thus farm ers everywhere are feel­ 
ing better this we* k than they have 
for a month. 
The rain came too late 
for the hav crop, however, much of it 
being harder hit than any other crop. 
Clover was most seriously injured, and 
in m any places will have to be re-, 
planted next year. 
The wheat crop will be the biggest 
in years in Adams county, it is be­ 
lieved, and, notwithstanding the drop 
in price, the farm ers’ returns promise 
to be equal to or above the average for 
the crop, due to the record yield. 
While the 
average production in 
A dam s county has 
been 
generally 
given at 17.2 bushels per acre, it is 
estim ated that the yield this year will 
be between 22 and 25 bushels, while 
one record established in the northern 
end of the county showed a crop of 
32 bushels to the acre, according to 
figures given today by 
M r. U nder­ 
wood.

Possible Route of New Discharge Pipe 
to Creek Below' Town to be Indicat­ 
ed and Sent to Harrisburg. 


Opening guns were fired W ednes­ 
day night in Town Council’s campaign 
against Rock Creek, when the sewer 
committee was authorized 
to 
com­ 
plete prelim inary plans and to furnish 
all information required by the State, 
working under the direction of Dr. 
Frank II. Clutz. 
Dr. Clutz, who is 
professor of engineering at G ettys­ 
burg College, designed 
the 
sewage 
plant now in u*e in Chambersburg, 
and he has been retained by the Get­ 
tysburg 
fathers 
to 
ageist them in 
clearing up the present stench and 
menace to health in Rock Creek. 
According to the report given by 
Dr. Clutz W ednesday night following 
a trip to H arrisburg for consultation 
with the State board of health, pre­ 
liminary action w’hich is required on 
the part of G ettysburg is to make 
a map of all present sewers in the 1 
town. 
This is to be furnished to the 
board of health, together with a gen­ 
eral outline of the plans being con­ 
sidered by tho town for remedying 
{(resent conditions. 
The site of the new disposal plant 
m ust also be furnished, and data given 
on the volume of w ater flowing in 
Rock Creek, and the volume of sewage 
d-scharged into the creek. 
May Then Start Work 
If these plans are approved by the 
State board of 
health, 
G ettysburg 
may then start on construction of a 
new pipe line which will ca rry the 
waste m atter below’ the town, where 
the first requirem ent will be a set­ 
tling tank, the purpose of which is to 
remove the solid m atter from the bulk 
of the sewage. 
The liquids which are left m ay then 
Ive passed through a filtration tank 
to purify the w ater before it is passed 
into Rock Creek. 
Eventually a pum p­ 
ing station will bo required at the 
creek to insure discharge of sewage In

FARM WEATHER REPORT 


Government officials 
and 
guards 
have completed the transferring 
five hundred and fifty-eight barrels of 
w hiskey from the bonded warehouse 
of the New’ Hallam Distilling com­ 
pany to a concentration warehouse in 
Philadelphia. 
W ith the removal of 
the last barrel 
about 
3:30 
o’clock 
T uesday afternoon, “ finis" was writ- 
ti n to the story of many attempted 
and several successful raids on the 
two distilleries; the arrest of more 
th an one hundred persons and plenty 
of w'orry to revenue officials. 
Several months ago, the remaining 
barrels 
of w hiskey 
in 
the bonded 
warehouse, at F o ust’s distillery, near 
Glen Rock, w’ere removed to a concen­ 
tration warehouse in Baltimore. Twro 
weeks ago, one hundred and fifty-one 
barrels of the “spirits,” were removed 
from the Hallam 
distillery 
to 
the 
warehouse at Philadelphia. 
Only last w’eek, it is made known, 
a group of bootleggers 
from 
New' 
Jersey, augmented by a number of 
larpie trucks, spent several days in 
York trying to bribe guards at the 
New Hallam dvstillory to assist them 
in m aking a raid on the warehouse. 


Fire, believed to have been started 
accidentally by robbers, destroyed the 
Mt. Hope mill at Five Forks, Franklin 
county, Tuesday m orning according to 
word reaching here. 
The mill w’as 
built of stone 106 years ago and was 
one of the oldest flour mills in the 
county, but was equipped with modern 
machinery, 
H. 
Bean, owner of the mill, arrived 
on the scene only after the fire was 
so fierce that he w as unable to enter 
the office to get his books. 
The mill 
burned to the ground with a loss of 
$15,000. 
There were 1,200 bushels 
of w’heat, corn, flour and feed stored 
in it. 
Mr. Bean has been operating the 
mill for two years. 
Three years ago 
his mill a t Zora, Adams county, was 
burned. 
It was a fte r th a t m isfortune 
that he moved to Franklin county. 
When Mr. Bean dug into the ruins 
of the fire to find his books, he found 
the lock of the safe had been blown 
off, and this causes him to believe 
that robbers had entered the 
safe, 
which contained no money, and ac­ 
cidentally started the fire.

Newly discovered evidence is ex­ 
pected to he presented against Wil­ 
liam C, McConnell, form er state pro­ 
hibition director, in Philadelphia, in 
a trial which will follow indictm ent of 
the 
Shamokin 
politician and 
three 
ethers Wednesday by a special fed­ 
eral grand jury. 
In addition to McConnell, who was 
acquitted last May with others when 
the case against him suddenly “blew 
up,” 
indictments 
were 
returned 
against Albert F. Slater, his form er 
secretary; Hiram W(. Benner, form er 
head of the permit departm ent, and 
Sam Singer, so-called “ king of the 
bootleggers.” 
Assistant United States District A t­ 
torney Henry IP Friedm an, follow­ 
ing the indictment, said th a t bench 
w arrants will he asked for today for 
the arrest of the four defendants. It 
was 
intimated 
th a t 
indictments 
against numerous other persons will 
be asked of the regular grand jury 
when it assembles late this month. 
Five indictments were returned Wed­ 
nesday. 
McConnell, Slater and Benner are 
charged 
in 
one 
indictment 
with 
“conspiracy 
to 
commit an offense 
against the United S tates” in issuing 
fraudulent permits for the withdrawal 
of Whitley and separate indictments 
were returned a g a ’nst all three for 
“ negligently nerm itting violations of 
the law.” 
Singer, who is named in only one 
indictment, is charged with conspir­ 
ing with John J. Boyce and “others 
unknown 
to 
defraud 
the 
United 
States, to illegally withdraw, tra n s­ 
port and sell 
intoxicating 
liquors.” 
Five counts are in the conspiracy in­ 
dictment against McConnell, Slater 
and Benner and rune counts in each 
of the separate indictments against 
them. 
The indictment against Singer 
contains two counts. 
Former Evidence Presented

grand jury for the new indictments 
practically the same evidence it pre­ 
sented at the trial at which McCon­ 
nell, Jacob M. Slonaker, of G ettys­

Weekly Bulletin Presenting Subjects in Which All Progressive 
Adams County Farmers Will Find Valuable Facts. 
And Suggestions. 


New Seeding Suffers in Many Locali­ 
ties. 
Reports are cornin*? from sections 
of the state where the drought has 
been severe that the young clover in 
TSjheat stubble is nearly all dead. 
In 
ltlanuy cases, farmers 
report that 
there appears to be little or no timo­ 
thy to help out the scarcity of clover. 
‘Although late rains may bring on 
enough clover to make at least a par­ 
tial stand in some fields, indications 
point to a short clover crop next year 
with no clover sod to plow the follow­ 
ing year. 
This situation, unless rem­ 
edied, will prove a serious handicap 
to the farmer. 
“ A clover crop may still be secured 
for next year if labor and time are 
available to prepare the seed bed,” 
says J. B. 
R. Dickey, 
extension 
specialist at State College. 
“ Before 
preparing to reseed, examine the pres­ 
ent stand carefully and be sure that 
all chances for the germination of the 
seed has passed.” 
In stony, weedy or very hard stub­ 
ble (wheat), plowing, 
followed by 
several harowings, is advised. 
The 
soil should be given plenty of time to 
settle to make a firm seed bed for the 
clover. 
In many instances, a disk 
harrow used four or five times in dif­ 
ferent directions will make a good 
seed bed an inch or two deep. 
This 
leaves the lime and fertilizer, where 
applied for wheat, on the surface to 
b« used by the clover. 
The stubble 
on top of the ground provides valuable 
protection. 
The time for reseeding, according 
to Dickey, depends on the locality and 
moisture conditions. 
In the southern 
part of the state, seedings made by 
August 15 or 20 should be 
large 
enough to go through winter safely. 
Farther north, ten days or two weeks 
earlier is advised. 
Moisture is an 
important factor and sowing on dry 
soil is never advisable. 
When clover and timothy are sown 
without a nurse crop, experience has 
shown that plenty of seed should be 
used. 
Twenty to twenty-five pounds 
cf mixed seed will be none too much. 
Several hundred pounds of acid phos­ 
phate or mixed fertilizer will be a 
great aid to the summer 
seeding, 
Dickey states. 
He believes 
that 
clover sown this summer on a well 
prepared seed bed at the right time 
should give a very good crop of clean 
hay. 
Prospects Bright For (letting Good 
Potato 
Seed. 
Rogueing work to insure good po­ 


tato seed has been started in Brad­ 
ford, Cambria, Somerset, Indiana and 
Potter counties. 
The prospects are. 
bright for a good quality of seed 
Stock, fields are fairly free from dis­ 
case in these areas and farmers of 
Adams county can be assured that 
they will have little trouble obtaining 
excellent potatoes for next season’s 
planting. 
“Spraying has hardly been a? time­ 
ly or frequent in many sections as the 
season warrants,” says K. L. Nixon, 
extension specialist in plant diseases 
at State College, in commenting on 
the potato situation. 
“ Heavy rains 
inn July and August invariably bring 
on late blight. 
In many fields, the 
vines are covering the ground arid 
only one and two applications of spray 
have been made. 
Control of late 
blight under these conditions is al­ 
most impossible.” 
Prospects for a good demand for 
Pennsylvania’s crop of early potatoes 
are bright, according to Nixon. Vir­ 
ginia’s and New Jersey's early spuds 
are practically all on the market and 
Nixon believes that growers of Adams 
county may well allow their early 
crop to grow to a good size before 
digging rather than rush them on the 
market half grown. 
Clover Excels Weeds For (ireen Ma­ 
nure 
Crop. 
Every year more farmers are aban­ 
doning the growing of oats in the 
central and southern part of th** state. 
The crop is seldom profitable and the 
labor shortage 
necessitates cutting 
down operations 
somewhere. 
The 
pressure of other work very often 
prevents the substitution of soybeans 
or potatoes for the oats, so that corn 
stubble must lie over till it is plow­ 
ed during the 
summer for wheat. 
The growth of 
weeds and 
wild 
grasses, which spring up before plow­ 
ing, is of considerable value in adding 
organic matter to the soil. 
A crop 
OI clover to turn down will add much 
more and better organic- matter and 
much needed nitrogen, according to the 
experience of many 
Adams county 
fanners. 
By sowing ten or twelve 
pounds of mixed red and alsike clover 
in corn fields just before th<- last cul­ 
tivation, a good stand can generally be 
secured in localities where rainfall is 
plentiful and where the land is well 
adapted to clover. 
A very dry Aug­ 
ust will of course be fatal, but the 
expense is but a few dollars per acre. 
Where alfalfa has been grown suc­ 
cessfully, experience has shown that 
alfalfa or sweet clover will stand Aug­ 


ust droughts better and make excel-! 
lent cover crops. 
If hay or pasture 
is needed, it can often be secured from 
these seeded corn fields and the soil 
will still be improved for the following 
crop. 
Too much green growth should 
not be plowed under unless ample 
time can be allowed before the next 
crop is put in. 
Even where the corn 
is followed by corn or potatoes, sow- j 
ing clover in the corn is an excellent 
plan from a soil fertility standpoint.1 
Poultry’ Requires 
Cool Quarters In 


Summer. 


H e a t in summer is 
worse 
on 
a 
chicken then the cold in winter. More 
hens die by being overheated than by- 
freezing to death. 
During the warm summer months, 
many 
of 
the poultry 
houses 
are 
“sweat boxes” rather than inviting 
places for the hens to feed, lay and 
roost. 
The mite, w-hich is one of 
th*- worst pests we have to deal with, 
thrives 
beautifully 
in 
houses 
that 
are poorly ventilated and overheated. 
Openings should be provided in the 
rear of the houses and 
the front 
should be opened to let the air pass 
through quite freely. 
Poultry houses 
have been visited th at were more com­ 
fortable inside than out on warm days 
due to proper construction and venti­ 
lation. 
If there is not 
sufficient 
shade 
where the young stock or hens are 
running while on range, it is advis­ 
able to make low sheds about two or 
three high and cover them with old 
boards or anything that will 
keep 
the sun out. 
The roof does not have 
to be water proof. 
Shade can also be 
obtained by letting the birds run in 
corn fields or vegetation of this type.!
